4. Your Affiant states that he has spoken with James L. Roberts the Scout 
Executive for Milwaukee County Council of Boy Scouts of America and has told 
him that John P. Treder was removed from scouting for an incident that 
occurred in July of 1968 at the Indian Mound Camp Reservation in Waukesha 
County, Wisconsin. The information Mr. Roberts had was that John P. Treder 
apparently attempted some inappropriate touching and apparently attempted to 
crawl inside of a sleeping bag of a younger boy scout. James L. Robert stated 
that this incident at the Indian Mound Camp Reservation was the basis for 
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in P. Treder being removed from boy scout activity and that all records 
concerning this matter would have to be released by Paul Ernst if the Court, 
would authorize a release of said information* 

5. Your Affiant has spoken to Paul Ernst who is the Director of 
Registration and Statistical Services for the Boy Scouts of America. Mr. 
Ernst stated that the Boy Scouts of America would release the records and 
reports concerning the incident of July 1968 at the Indian Mound Camp 
Reservation in Waukesha, Wisconsin if a Court in the State of Wisconsin would 
authorize that release by issuance of a Subpoena.

I am following up on your last telephone call to me regarding 
your investigation of John P. Treder. 

1. Your first question related to your feeling that you 
had been given a "run around" by our National Council 
when you called trying to track down a copy of a report 
that we sent to the file in Irving, Texas related to 

an inappropriate touching incident reported by a boy at 
our Summer Camp in 1968. 

I have talked to our National Director of Registration 
Service, Mr, Paul Ernst. He says that you did not 
contact him. As I told you, I feel sure the BSA will 
cooperate with you, but I know that they are all concerned 
with protecting the victim's confidentiality in that he 
was a minor at the time. It might take a request from the 
court to release this informati on. In any case , Paul Ernst 
is the person you need to call (^^^^^H^^^V* 

2. I was somewhat confused by your request for any and all 
information on Mr. Treder ' s involvement with Scouting in 
Milwaukee. It struck me that you thought that we had 
incidents on file, other than the one at camp noted above. 

It is important to note that the 1968 incident at Camp is 
the only one we have record of. That led to his suspension 
from ail Scouting activity, and to my knowledge, he has not 
been involved since then. 

3 . You requested that I attempt to locate any records we have of 
Mr. Treder 's Scouting activity. We have conducted an "archive 
search" and have records of his involvement at the unit level 
from June, 1959 through February of 1967. 

While the incident at Summer Camp apparently happened in the 
Summer of 1963, (he was a Summer Employee of the" Council) 
he was not registered in a unit at that time. 

As I have stated earlier, we can find no record of his 
involvement since that time.
